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was given its world premiére in March of 1807 when Beethoven 
played it at a private concert in the palace of Prince Lobkowitz 


in Vienna and Brava and Brava and Brava and Bravo. Symphony No. 4 


in C major, Opus 47/112 and the work was commissioned by the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra and Koussevitzky conducted the world 
premiére on November 14, 1930 in Boston and the work was not 

well received and the composer ultimately revised it and then 

the revised version of this symphony was not performed in the 
life-time of Prokofiev and Ormandy conducted the first performance 
of the revised version on September 27, 1957. Revision and 
repetition and Prokofiev assigned this symphony a double opus 
number and Prokofiev is agressively rhythmic and lyrical and 
agressively rhythmic and lyrical and the seriousness of the 

first movement is exhilarating. Lyricism and as the second 
movement progressed it became more and more sombre and dark and 
the same is true of the third movement which began in a jocular 
manner and that is not the way it ends and the piano and the 
French horns and the triangle and what is the context of the 
lyricism and the lyricism is framed in hard-edged mechanical 
pulsating agressive rhythms. Martial and foreboding and saw 
cellos saw and the fourth movement is becoming more and more 
triumphant and exultant and Lawrence Foster is firmly in control 
and "a grandiose trumpet peroration (moderato brioso). . . ends 
the Symphony triumphantly" said Phillip Ramey in his program notes 
and thus the irregular pattern of repetition which characterized 
the mind of Sergei Prokofiev in the period in which this Symphony 
was written. Mind portraits and world portraits and the work of 
art is a description of the human mind.

Tempos and rhythms and Prokofiev's Symphony No. 4, C major, Opus 
47/112 is a portrait of the world and a portrait of the mind of 
the composer and the portrait is divided into four sections: 

I. Andante; Allegro eroico; II. Andante tranquillo; III. Moderato; 
Quasi allegretto; IV. Allegro risoluto. Concert 8796 and before 
the concert began Fritz Kramer played part of the first movement 
of Mahler's Symphony No. 6 in A minor and portions of Richard
